MEMORANDUM. 

At  the  regular  Quarterly  Convocation  of  St.  Paul's  R  A 
Chapter,  held  on  the  17th  January,  J850,  E.  Companions 
Frederick  Griffin  and  John  Ogilvy  Moffatt  were  appointed 
a  Committee  to  frame  By-Laws  for  the  due  regulation  of 
the  Chapter.  They  were  submitted  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Chapter,  at  an  Emergent  Convocation,  held  on  the 
20th  March,  and  adopted  at  the  regular  Quarterly  Convo- 
catiouj^held  on  the  18th  April  following. 


At  the  regular  Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  Chapter 
held  on  the  13th  June,  1871,  M.  E.  Companions,  John 
Ogilvy  xMoffatt,  Walter  Scott,  William  Henry  Hutton,  and 
Gilbert  Prout  Girdwood,  were  appointed  a  Committee  to 
revise  the  original  %-Laws.  They  presented  their  report 
at  the  regular  Quarterly  Convrooation,  held  on  the  19th 
October  following,  and,  in  their  present  revised  and  amended 
form  the  By-Laws  were  submitted  and  adopted  at  the 
regular  Quarterly  Convocation,  held  on  the  18th  January 
1872,  and  ordered  to  be  printed,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  same  Committee,  for  distribution  among  the  members 
of  the  Chapter.

The  following  clothing  and  insigna  shall  bo  worn,  and 
no  Companion  shall,  on  any  pretence,  bo  admitted  into  the 
Grand  Chapter,  or  any  other  Chapter,  without  his  proper 
clothing. 

The  apron  is  to  bo  of  white  lamb-skin,  or  white  kid^kin 
from  fourteen  to  sixteen  inches  wide,  and  from  twelve  to 
fourteen  inches  deep,  with  an  indented  crimson  and  purple 
border,  two  inches  wide,  the  crimson  part  pointing  to  the 
middle  of  the  apron,  the  border  of  the  flap  or  lappet  to  be 
only  one  inch  wide.  In  the  centre  of  the  flap  is  to  be  a 
triangle  of  silk  or  satin,  surrounded  with  a  gold  border, 
and  within  the  triangle  f  ;  lau  .  united  in  gold  spangled 
embroidery,  and  two  ^olu  tassels  are  to  be  suspended  by 
ribbon  two  inches  wide,  coming  from  under  the  flap.

M.  E.  Companion  the  late  Honorable  Peter  McGill,  who 
died  on  the  I  th  September,  1860,  waa  elected  to  the  office 
of  Fir  icipal,  on  the  opening  of  Saint  Paul's  Royal 

Arch  <-.er,  on  the  15th  October,  1846;  but,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  appointment,  as  Provincial  Grand  Superin- 
tendent, for  Canada,  he  resigned  the  office  of  Principal,  on 
the  3rd  June,  1847;  and,  on  the  11th  of  the  same  month, 
M.  E.  C.  the  Honorable  William  Badgley  was  elected  as 
First  Principal,  in  his  place. 

No  Convocations  of  the  Chapter  were  held  between  the 
11th  June,  1847,  and  the  26th  December,  1849,  and  all 
the  officers,  therefore,  originally  elected,  continued  in  their 
respective  offices,  until  a  fresh  Election  and  Installation 
took  place. 


M.  E.  Companion  the  Honorable  William  Badgley, 
(now  Judge  Badgley,)  was  installed  as  First  Principal  of 
the  Chapter,  on  the  26th  December,  1849 ;  and,  on  the  re- 
signation, by  the  M.  E.  C.  the  late  Honorable  Peter  Mc- 
Gill,  of  the  appointment  of  Provincial  Grand  Superinten- 
dent, for  Canada,  was  nominated  to  that  office  by  virtue  of 
a  Warrant  issued  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Eng- 
land, under  date  5th  June,  1851,  and  communicated  to  the 
St.  Paul's  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  on  the  27th  October,  If  53. 
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M.  E.  C.  Provincial  Grand  Superintendent,  Judge 
Badgley,  still  holds  and  acts  under  this  Warrant,  for  tho 
benefit  of  such  Chapters,  as  are  attached  to  Lodges  that 
did  not  surrender  their  Warrants,  on  the  establishment  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  1855,  but  have  continued 
to  work  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  are  still 
borne  on  its  Register.
